JUVENILE COURT LAW VOID 


Act Giving Probate Judges Jurisdic­ 
tion Violates Constitution. 


Richmond. Mo., July 15.—In a deci­ 
sion handed down a few days ago by 
Judge Fra ik P. Pivelbiss, of the Sev- 
i nth judicial circuit, lie declares the 
recent juvenile court act unconstitu­ 
tional because it violates the state 
constitution, which says that probate 
courts must “ he uniform in taelr ju r ­ 
isdiction throughout the state.” 
T he juvenile court act attem pts to 
confer upon prohat** courts r. coun­ 
ties of less than fifty thousand popu­ 
lation jurisdiction not conferred upon 
nor exercised by, the same courts in 
counties of population of more than 
fifty thousand. 
In doing so. Judge 
Devilbiss says, it violates section 35 
of article 6 of the constitution and 
i > therefore void. 
This is tho first circuit judge in 
the state who has been called upon 
t*> pass upon this measure. 
T he decision does not affect juvo 
nile courts established as separate 
tribunals, like those in K ansas City 
and St. Louis.

For What May Saints Pray? 
Not only is the privilege of prayer

The Master tells us the conditions 
upon which w© may have the assur­ 
ance of the Divine 
response.

unto you” (John 15:7). At first this 
appears to give 
God’s

people the right to ask for anything 
and to expect: everything.
